THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Exeter,  in  the  County  of  Rockingham, 
in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs:  [l.  s.J 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall,  in  said 
Exeter,  on  Tuesday,  the  twelfth  day  of  March,  next,  at  ten  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1st.     To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  a  town  clerk. 

2nd.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  selectman 
for  three  years. 

3rd.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trustee  of 
the  Robinson  Female  Seminary  for  the  term  of  seven  years. 

4th.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trustee  of 
the  trust  funds  held  by  the  town  of  Exeter,  to  hold  office  for 
three  years. 

5th.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trustee  of 
the  Swasey  Parkway  for  three  years. 

6th.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers,  auditors, 
'or  committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

7  th.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  for  repairing  highways,  for  re- 
pairing and  building  bridges,  for  repairing  and  building  side- 
walks, for  building  drains  and  sewers,  for  oiling  streets,  for 
payment  of  the  town  debt,  for  lighting  streets,  for  defraying 
expenses  of  decorating  the  graves  of  soldiers,  for  preventing 
the  spread  of  insect  pests  within  the  town,  for  the  payment  of 
firemen  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  for  other  charges  arising 
within  the  town. 

8th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  use  of  Robinson  Female  Seminary  during 
the  coming  year. 

9th.  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  and  other 
officers  and  committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote 
arisina:  therefrom. 


10th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  town 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

11th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
sell  at  private  sale  any  and  all  real  estate  acquired  by  the  town 
by  purchase  at  tax  sales. 

12th.  To  see  if  the  town  wishes  to  continue  the  annual 
publication  of  vital  statistics  in  the  Town  Report. 

13th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  petition  the  State  Tax 
Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  municipal  account- 
ing division  and  to  make  an  appropriation  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit. 

14th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum 
of  four  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars  for  the  purpose  of 
printing  and  mailing  fifteen  hundred  Valuation  Books. 

15th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  the  issuance  and  distribution  of  printed  matter  and  other- 
wise publicizing  the  resources  and  natural  advantages  of  the 
town  in  cooperation  with  other  towns  coordinated  in  the  Sea- 
coast  Regional  Development  Association,  the  sum  of  six  hun- 
dred and  forty-five  dollars. 

16th.  On  petition  of  Edward  N.  Richards  and  nine  others, 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  increase  the  annual  salary  of  the 
town  clerk  from  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  to  four  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  and  appropriate  sufficient  money  to  pay  for 
the  same. 

17th.  On  petition  of  Ralph  Wentworth  and  fourteen  others, 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  six  hundred  dollars  and 
appropriate  the  same  for  eight  band  concerts  to  be  played  by 
the  Exeter  Brass  Band  in  the  Swasey  Pavilion  during  the  sum- 
mer season. 

18th.  On  petition  of  George  F.  Adams  and  twenty-seven 
others,  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  buy  a  Seagrave  Hook 
and  Ladder  Truck  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  seven  thousand 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  ($7,125,00)  for  the  same. 

19th.  Dn  petition  of  J.  E.  Smith  and  twenty-six  others, 
to  see  if  the  town  will  purchase  a  Mack  City  Service  Hook  and 


Ladder  Truck  for  the  Fire  Department  and  will  vote  to  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  six  thousand  four  hundred  and  twelve  dollars 
and  fifty  cents,  ($6,412.50)  in  full  payment  for  the  same. 

20th.  On  petition  of  R.  C.  Rogers  and  ten  others,  to  see 
if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  twelve  hundred  dollars 
($1200.00)  to  repipe  boilers  in  the  Town  Hall  and  install  an  oil 
burner  in  the  large  boiler. 

21st.  On  petition  of  Frederick  M.  Gallant  and  forty-two 
others,  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  from  the  Winter 
Heights  Development  a  certain  tract  of  land  on  the  westerly 
side  of  Winter  Street  recorded  as  Whitley  Road,  said  road 
being  forty  (40)  feet  in  width  and  approximately  four  hundred 
and  seventy-five  feet  (475)  in  length,  and  will  vote  to  main- 
tain the  same  as  a  street. 

22nd.  On  petition  of  Herbert  B.  Allard,  and  sixteen  others, 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  the  selectmen  divide  the 
town  into  districts  for  a  regular  weekly  system  of  garbage, 
rubbish  and  ash  collection;  appoint  collectors,  on  a  basis  of 
bids,  by  districts,  for  this  service,  and  to  appropriate  a  sum 
of  not  to  exceed  thirty-five  hundred  ($3500.00)  dollars  to  pay 
for  the  same. 

23rd.  On  petition  of  Walter  O.  Pennell  and  sixteen  others, 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  thous- 
and dollars  ($2000.00)  to  defray  the  expense  of  installing  a 
new  lighting  system  in  the  Robinson  Female  Seminary  and 
expenses  incidental  to  the  same. 

24th.  On  petition  of  Mabel  E.  Reed  and  twenty-one  others, 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  gravel  and  tar  the  Old  Town 
Farm  road  and  appropriate  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars 
($1500.00)  for  the  same. 

25th.  On  petition  of  Ralph  E.  Meras  and  thirteen  others, 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  stop  buying  fire  insurance. 

26th.  On  petition  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Samuel  Kopka  and  fif- 
teen others,  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  a  suitable 
light  on  Brown's  Court,  so-called  off"  South  Street. 

27th.  On  petition  of  Donald  Robinson  and  nine  others,  to 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  install  one  street  light  on  Columbus 


Avenue  between  the  residences  of  Charles  Haley  and  Donald 
Robinson  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same. 

On  petition  of  John  J.  Adams  and  sixteen  others,  to 
see  if  the  town  will  instruct  the  selectmen  to  install  a  250  candle- 
power  light  at  the  rear  of  the  parking  space  on  Center  Street 
and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same.

It  would  seem  that  a  comparison  of  expenditures  this  year 
with  those  of  last  year  might  be  of  interest  to  many  and  that 
it  might  help  to  clarify  the  preceding  report. 

In  1938  there  was  a  total  expenditure  for  food  to  single  in- 
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dividuals  and  to  families  of  $1,313.57  as  compared  to  an  ex- 
penditure of  $975.60  for  this  year,  a  decrease  of  $337.97. 

The  sum  of  $651.50  was  expended  for  rents  against  $489.50 
this  year,  a  decrease  of  $162.00. 

In  1938  the  sum  of  $513.38  was  expended  for  fuel  against 
the  sum  of  $476.87  this  year,  a  decrease  of  $36.31.  However, 
fuel  expenditures  this  year  would  have  been  considerably 
higher  than  those  of  last  year  if  salvage  hurricane  wood  from 
the  Gordon  woods  had  not  been  available.  Clients  working 
out  relief  orders  worked  up  approximately  fifty  cords  of  pine 
and  hard  wood  which  has  been  distributed  to  needy  families. 

There  was  a  decrease  in  medical  and  hospital  expenses  this 
year  of  $44.12. 

Board  and  care  of  children  increased  from  $384.00  last  year 
to  $750.64  this  year  while  board  and  care  of  adults  also  in- 
creased from  $1,102.04  last  year  to  $1,490.43  this  year.    ' 

Miscellaneous  expenses  likewise  increased  from  $87.10  to 
$381.09;  two  funerals  and  a  relief  case  handled  in  Concord, 
necessitated  the  increase. 

It  cost  the  town  $365.57  for  its  proportionate  share  of  ex- 
penses in  maintaining  the  sewing  project  as  contrasted  to  an 
expenditure  of  $444.85  this  year.  At  the  present  time  there 
are  both  town  and  county  relief  cases  on  the  sewing  project, 
with  the  county  reimbursing  the  town  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  cases  it  has  on  the  project. 

Old  age  assistance  costs  for  the  year  1939  increased  from 
$994.64  to  $1,399.50.  At  the  present  time  there  are  31  town 
cases  receiving  old  age  assistance,  their  grants  totaling  $504.00 
per  month.  Of  this  amount  the  state  and  federal  governments 
participate  in  reimbursement  to  the  extent  of  75%.  On  Janu- 
ary 1st  of  this  year  the  age  limit  was  reduced  from  70  to  65 
years  of  age.  Because  of  this  reduction  we  should  anticipate 
at  least  a  30%  increase  in  old  age  assistance  costs  this  coming 
year. 

In  recapitulation  it  may  be  noted  that  direct  relief  costs 
for  food,  rent,  fuel,  hospital  and  medical  expenses  decreased 
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over  these  same  costs  for  1938  but  that  special  forms  of  reHef, 
such  as  board  and  care  of  children  and  adults  and  old  age 
assistance  costs,  increased.  The  state  also  reimbursed  the 
town  $398.93  on  direct  relief  in  1938  but  did  not  participate 
in  any  reimbursement  last  year.  The  town,  however,  did 
receive  credits  amounting  to  $59.50  on  relief  reimbursement 
and  court  orders.

Several  changes  in  personnel  have  taken  place  this  year: 
Marietta  Carlisle  resigned  to  accept  a  position  with  the  Acade- 
my Library  in  September;  Doris  Armstrong  was  appointed 
assistant  librarian,  and  Hazel  Summerfield  was  chosen  for 
Miss  Armstrong's  former  position.  Emma  Rowe,  a  graduate 
of  New  Hampshire  University,  became  our  substitute. 

Work  on  the  subject  headings  was  continued  from  last  year, 
and  a  catalog  of  the  Exeter  and  other  early  imprints  in  the 
locked  case  and  sliding  door-case,  as  well  as  the  Bell  collection 
was  completed;  858  books  were  repaired;  new  lights  with 
shades  were  installed  in  the  reading  room  and  the  children's 
room  so  that  light  in  the  required  wattage  is  distributed  evenly 
over  the  tables. 

The  time  expended  on  enlarging  the  picture  and  pamphlet 
file  collection  is  proving  worthwhile;  421  pictures  and  22 
pamphlets  were  loaned  to  schools  and  individuals  during  one 
month.  The  circulation  of  books  continues  to  show  a  large 
increase,  2,000  more  in  the  juvenile,  and  5,000  more  in  the 
adult  room  in  the  last  year;  the  increase  for  January  1940 
over  January  1937  is  76%,  which  means,  of  course,  much 
less  time  available  to  devote  to  extra  cataloging,  mending, 
filing,  and  other  "behind  the  scenes"  activities. 

Book  Week  in  November  was  observed  with  several  displays: 
a  miniature  reproduction  of  a  Japanese  house  and  furniture, 
a  German  village,  a  lighthouse  scene  to  represent  the  slogan, 
"Let  Books  Light  Your  Way  around  the  World,"  and  several 
homemade  dolls  in  an  Eskimo  scene,  a  jungle  setting  and  a 
Little  Black  Sambo.  Saturday  morning  of  that  week  the  Girl 
Scouts  put  on  an  original  puppet  show  and  Mrs.  Rounds  told 
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stories  to  over  100  children.  Ninety-seven  books  were  borrowed 
by  the  children  on  that  day — the  highest  on  record.  Every 
Saturday  morning  since  then  a  story  hour  has  been  held  with 
an  attendance  varying  from  15  to  40. 

One  hundred  and  fifty-four  books  were  borrowed  on  inter- 
library  loan  from  other  libraries  for  study  by  teachers,  clubs, 
and  individuals.  We  have  continued  to  co-operate  with  the 
State  Library  in  keeping  up  to  date  our  hst  in  the  union  catalog 
of  books  in  the  libraries  throughout  the  state:  and  loaned  to 
the  State  Library  titles  which  they  couldn't  obtain  elsewhere. 

In  many  cases  where  several  prolific  authors  have  the  same 
surnames  a  great  deal  of  time  can  be  saved  in  putting  away 
these  books  if  decimal  numbers  indicating  the  proper  place 
are  on  the  backs,  so  Cutter  author  numbers  are  being  added 
to  the  volumes  of  fiction.

Relations  with  Post-Secondary  Schools 

While  the  final  test  of  service  rendered  by  a  school  is  the 
assistance  given  to  the  majority  of  pupils,  facts  concerning 
post-secondary  work  is  always  of  interest^  The  following  selec- 
tions were  made  by  recent  graduates:

Vocational  Guidance 

The  records  for  the  past  four  years  reveal  that  53  per  cent, 
of  the  graduates  completed  the  Commercial  Course,  27  per  cent, 
the  Home  Economics,  and  20  per  cent,  the  Academic.  This 
trend  toward  vocational  training  makes  guidance  very  impor- 
tant, because  as  one  elects  non-academic  work,  one  closes  the 
door  to  several  types  of  special  training. 

The  writer  strongly  recommends  a  conference  with  parents; 
as  prerequisite  to  taking  vocational  work.  This  plan  will 
enable  the  interested  parties  to  consider  together  all  important 
factors.  Since  too  many  parents  do  not  take  an  active  part 
in  the  selection  of  the  curriculum,  unwise  choices  are  made 
and  misunderstandings  arise. 

Unless  such  factors  as  personality,  attitudes  toward  the  work,, 
special  aptitudes,  and  individual  limitations  are  carefully  con- 
sidered, pupils  will  be  as  keenly  disappointed  after  meeting 
the  minimum  requirements  of  some  vocational  training  as  they 
would  have  been  after  the  completion  of  an  academic  or  a 
general  course.  The  danger  of  too  early  specialization  or 
hasty  selection  must  be  recognized. 

A  committee  is  now  engaged  in  the  revision  of  the  Program 
oj  Studies  in  New  Hampshire  for  the  commerical  subjects.  Miss 
Waitt  and  the  writer  are  co-operating  with  Superintendent 
Towle  in  this  matter.     It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  the  study  will 
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reveal  some  guide  to  selection  of  pupils  for  special  vocational 
training  and  will  broaden  the  course  to  meet  modern  condi- 
tions. 

In  the  matter  of  placement,  it  must  be  remembered  that 
the  Seminary  cannot  be  expected  to  find  positions  for  an  in- 
creasing percentage  of  graduates  who  desire  immediate  em- 
ployment. Of  the  graduates  of  June,  1939,  only  three  with 
vocational  training  are  now  engaged  in  the  type  of  work  they 
anticipated.  This  evidence  is  offered  merely  to  emphasize 
the  difficulty  of  vocational  selection  and  subsequent  placement. 
Unless  a  pupil  chooses  her  curriculum  very  carefully,  the  com- 
petition in  her  field  will  be  so  keen  that  she  will  be  compelled 
to  accept  some  work  for  which  she  made  no  special  prepara- 
tion.    In  these  cases,  a  general  education  would  serve  better. 

Honor  Rolls 

Following  the  second  marking  period,  the  so-called  supple- 
mentary honor  roll  is  issued.  An  explanation  of  this  system 
jTiay  answer  some  of  the  questions  that  have  arisen. 

The  first  honor  roll  includes  approximately  the  upper  seventh 
of  the  class  depending  on  the  quality  of  work  done.  Since 
some  pupils  whose  names  do  not  appear  in  this  roll  deserve 
credit  for  improvement,  the  supplementary  honor  roll  provides 
this  recognition.  Any  pupil  who  maintains,  during  the  second 
term,  the  average  of  the  first  in  all  subjects  and  improves  in 
two  or  more  is  entitled  to  a  place  in  this  second  roll. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  relative  standing  in  one  list  and  im- 
provement in  the  other  are  the  determining  factors.  Average 
alone  is  not  the  deciding  factor. 

New  Lights 

The  installation  of  new  lights  in  the  study  hall  and  science 
laboratories  inaugurated  a  program  which  was  most  welcome 
to  the  students  and  faculty.  The  great  improvement  should 
inspire  the  town  to  work  for  the  completion  of  the  project  in 
the  near  future.     Sight  conservation  pays  excellent  dividends, 
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and  it  is  safe  to  say,  although  almost  impossible  to  figure,  that 
many  cases  of  eye  strain  have  already  been  averted  by  the  pro- 
vision for  proper  intensity  and  distribution  of  light  in  those 
rooms  where  the  closest  study  is  carried  on. 

Assembly  Programs 

As  speakers  in  assembly,  the  pupils  have  had  the  pleasure  of 
hearing  Dr.  Emory  Ross,  who  came  to  us  through  the  courtesy 
of  Rev.  Howard  Weatherbee;  Mrs.  Katherine  Dunbar,  of 
Katharine  Gibbs  School,  and  Miss  Marjorie  Landon,  of  Chand- 
ler School,  speaking  on  vocational  requirments  and  capitaliz- 
ing personal  traits  and  abilities.  Miss  Helen  Hinman,  of  the 
State  Department  of  Health,  discussed  the  topic,  "Nutrition." 
Mr.  Walter  O.  Pennell  presented  a  very  fine  picture  of  Exeter 
sixty  years  ago  as  an  introduction  to  his  explanation  of  the 
proposed  zoning  ordinance. 

General  Activities 

The  program  of  student  activities  has  not  varied  greatly,  in- 
cluding, as  usual,  the  Senior  activities,  dance  and  play.  The 
latter  was,  "Sinister  House,"  played  Febraury  2d,  to  an  en- 
thusiastic audience.  Participation  in  the  play  activities  is 
valued  highly  and  seems  to  justify  the  work  involved. 

A  tea-dance  by  the  Sophomores  was  a  recent  innovation. 
The  purpose  was  to  give  the  class  a  pleasant  occasion,  coupled 
with  some  training  in  social  etiquette.  Miss  Loomer  is  the 
class  adviser.  Over  twenty-five  couples  enjoyed  this  affair 
in  the  Pine  Room,  at  the  Exeter  Inn. 

In  athletics,  the  record  is  bright  to  date.  The  hockey  season 
passed  without  a  defeat,  and  the  basketball  team  won  seven 
and  lost  two  games,  including  the  alumnae  game. 
•  Interest  continues  in  the  instruction  given  in  instrumental 
music.  A  program  will  be  given  in  March  by  various  vocal 
and  instrumental  groups  from  the  Exeter  schools.  Genuine 
progress  should  be  evident. 
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Safety  Patrol 

Mr.  I.  H.  Colby,  New  Hampshire  Division,  A.  A.  A.,  re- 
cently installed  a  School  Safety  Patrol  at  Robinson  Seminary. 
Anyone  acquainted  with  Exeter  appreciates  the  conditions 
near  the  three  entrances  to  the  Seminary  grounds  which  make 
caution  very  necessary. 

A  patrol  of  two  lieutenants  and  ten  patrol  members  serve 
within  the  school  zone  and  try  to  cooperate  in  the  campaign 
of  safety.  The  writer  is  confident  that  the  young  people  will 
receive  the  hearty  support  of  all  townspeople  and  that  the  co- 
operation of  the  Lions  Club  and  the  A.  A.  A.  in  this  program 
will  be  greatly  appreciated. 

Examinations 

The  annual  visit  by  Russell  H.  Leavitt,  High  School  Agent, 
was  made  in  October. 

Dr.  Donald  H.  Leonard  conducted  the  general  physical  ex- 
amination of  all  members  of  the  student  body  and  reported  a 
very  favorable  standard  of  health.  Although  a  few  cases  of 
mumps  have  been  reported,  no  real  epidemic  has  been  experi- 
enced. Continued  thoughtful  co-operation  by  parents  can 
avoid  contagion  which  so  often  disrupts  the  work  of  many 
pupils. 

Special  emphasis  has  been  placed  on  the  need  for  eye  ex- 
aminations in  cases  of  defective  vision. 

Gifts 

The  Seminary  is  indebted  to  the  Class  of  1924  for  the  gift 
of  two  mahogany  sectional  bookcases  of  three  sections  each. 
They  were  presented  in  memory  of  Beatrice  Viggers  Brandlin, 
'24,  and  they  very  nicely  furnish  needed  storage  space  for  ref- 
erence books. 

As  its  contribution  to  the  Seminary,  the  Class  of  1939  pre- 
sented a  section  of  bleachers  for  the  use  of  physical  education 
classes  and  spectators  at  games.  It  is  their  hope  that  other 
classes  will  carry  on  the  program  and  provide  other  sections. 
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These  gifts  demonstrate  a  highly  commendable  attitude  valu- 
able to  the  school  and  satisfying  to  the  donors. 

Quinquennial 

The  writer  takes  this  opportunity  of  extending  personal 
wishes  for  a  very  happy  and  successful  quinquennial  in  June. 
Such  an  occasion  should  be  regarded  as  an  opportunity  to 
strengthen  the  work  of  the  Seminary  in  this  community.

Report  of  Zoning  Committee 


Appointed  at  the  1939  Annual  Town  Meeting 

Your  committee  held  numerous  meetings,  studied  the  zoning 
ordinances  of  other  comparable  towns,  obtained  the  advice  of 
Frederick  P.  Clark,  Planning  Director  of  the  State  Planning 
and  Development  Commission  and  published  in  the  Exeter 
J^ews-Letter,  and  had  printed  for  distribution  and  discussion  a 
suggested  zoning  ordinance.  Two  public  hearings  were  held, 
and  members  of  the  committee  have  spoken  before  various 
civic  bodies.  As  a  result  of  the  points  brought  out  at  these 
hearings  and  discussions,  a  revised  and  simplified  ordinance 
was  drafted,  which  is  unanimously  recommended  by  your 
committee  and  is  submitted  herewith. 

ZONING  ORDINANCE  FOR  EXETER 

In  order  to  preserve  the  beauty  and  attractiveness  of  Exeter  and  its  de- 
sirability as  a  place  in  which  to  live,  in  order  to  safeguard  the  health  and 
welfare  of  its  citizens  and  to  provide  for  a  planned  and  orderly  growth  in  the 
future,  Exeter  is  divided  into  the  following  zones,  shown  on  a  map  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  selectmen,  signed  by  the  Zoning  Committee,  and  made  a 
part  of  this  ordinance. 

Zone  1.     Residence  Districts. 

Zone  2.     Commercial  Districts. 

Zone  3.     Industrial  Districts. 

Zone  4.     Agricultural  Districts. 

ZONE  1.     RESIDENCE  DISTRICTS 
In  Zone  1  no  building  shall  be  erected,  altered  or  used  and  no  premises 
shall  be  used  for  any  purposes  except: — 

(a)  Single  or  multi-family  dwellings. 

(b)  Church,  library  or  school. 

(c)  Farm  or  Garden,  excluding  any  use  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of 
Adjustment,  injurious,  noxious  or  offensive  to  the  neighborhood. 

(d)  Accessory  uses  (including  the  taking  of  boarders  or  lodgers)  customarily 
incident  to  any  of  the  above  uses.     "Accessory  Use"  shall  not  include: — 

1.  Any  use,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment,  injurious,  noxious 
or  offensive  to  the  neighborhood. 

2.  Garage  space  intended  for  public  or  commercial  use  beyond  the  space 
usually  associated  with  a  single  or  multi-family  dwelling. 

3.  Signs,  except  the  following: — 

(a)  Highway,  historic,  park,  or  regulatory  signs  of  the  state  or  munici- 
pality, including  "welcome"  signs  placed  by  the  municipality  or  Chamber 
of  Commerce  on  the  main  highways  entering  the  town.

(b)  Signs  pertaining  to  the  sale  or  lease  of  the  lot  or  dwelling  on  which 
placed,  or  historic  signs  or  markers  on  a  lot  or  dweUing,  such  signs  not  to 
exceed  a  total  area  of  6  sq.  feet. 

(c)  Professional  signs  or  signs  for  business  properly  carried  on  in  a  resi- 
dence, not  exceeding  one  square  foot  in  area.  Nothing  is  herein  ts  be  inter- 
preted as  permitting  stores,  shops  or  public  display  of  goods  or  wares  in  this 
zone. 

ZONE  2.     COMMERCIAL  DISTRICTS 

In  Zone  2  no  buildings  shall  be  erected,  altered  or  used  and  no  premises 
shall  be  used  for  any  purposes  except: — 

(a)  Any  use  permitted  in  Zone  1. 

(b)  Offices,  retail  stores,  banks,  filling  stations,  garages,  places  of  amuse- 
ment or  assembly,  and  any  other  retail  business  or  service  not  involving 
manufacture  on  the  premises  except  such  manufacture  as  does  not  involve, 
on  the  average,  more  than  five  operatives.  No  manufacturing  or  use  will 
be  allowed  that  is  injurious,  noxious  or  offensive  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board 
of  Adjustment  by  reason  of  emission  of  odor,  fumes,  dust,  smoke,  vibration, 
noise  or  other  cause. 

ZONE  3.     INDUSTRIAL  DISTRICTS 
In  Zone  3  no  building  shall  be  erected,  altered  or  used  and  no  premises 
shall  be  used  except: — 

(a)  Any  use  permitted  in  Zones  1  and  2. 

(b)  Manufacturing,  except  any  trade,  industry  or  use  that  is  injurious, 
noxious  or  offensive  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment  by  reason 
of  emission  of  odor,  fumes,  dust,  smoke,  vibration,  noise  or  other  cause. 

ZONE  4.     AGRICULTURAL  DISTRICTS 
Any  uses  allowed  in  Zones  1  to  3  inclusive  and  in  addition  such  uses  as  are 
customarily  incident  to  the  pursuit  of  agriculture. 

NON-CONFORMING  USES 
Any  lawful  building  or  use  of  a  building  or  premises  or  part  thereof  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  or  any  amendment  thereof  may  be  con- 
tinued although  such  use  does  not  conform  to  the  provisions  thereof  or  of 
such  amendment.  Where  non-conforming  use  has  been  abandoned  for  at 
least  one  year,  subsequent  use  must  conform  to  the  terms  of  this  ordinance. 

RECONSTRUCTION  OF  BUILDINGS 

Any  structure  destroyed  by  fire,  explosion,  (lood,  storm  or  other  act  of  God 
may  be  rebuilt  or  reconstructed  within  one  year  of  its  destruction  except 
that  if  a  non-conforming  use  is  destroyed  to  a  degree  of  75  per  cent,  or  more 
as  determined  by  assessed  valuation,  it  must,  when  rebuilt,  conform  to  the 
terms  of  this  ordinance  in  its  location  and  construction  and  in  its  subsequent 

use. 

BUILDING  PERMITS 

Before  the  construction  of  any  new  building  is  started,  or  before  any  struc- 
tural alteration  or  addition  costing  more  than  $500  to  an  existing  building 
is  undertaken  or  before  any  building  is  moved  from  one  location  to  another, 
the  plans  for  the  same  must  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  who, 
if  the  plans  conform  to  this  ordinance,  will  issue  a  permit  for  the  same.  A 
fee  of  two  dollars  shall  be  charged  for  such  permit  and  shall  go  to  the  town 
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treasury.  No  permit,  however,  shall  be  issued  for  zones  1  and  2  unless  the 
proposed  structure  will  present  a  reasonable  appearance  and  will  be  in  keep- 
ing with  the  neighborhood  and  unless  the  building  is  to  be  finished  on  the 
exterior  in  a  permanent  manner  and  is  to  be  suitably  painted  on  the  outside 
wherever  the  same  is  of  wood  or  a  material  customarily  painted.  This  is 
intended  to  eliminate  the  erection  of  structures  obviously  out  of  place  for  the 
neighborhood  where  they  are  to  be  located,  and  which  may  have  a  detrimental 
effect  on  property  values  and  neighborhood  character.  When  an  objection, 
on  account  of  the  appearance  of  a  proposed  structure  as  above  indicated,  is 
raised  by  a  majority  of  the  families  residing  within  a  radius  of  500  feet  of  the 
property  in  question,  the  Board  of  Adjustemnt  shall  hold  a  public  hearing 
to  receive  evidence  on  both  sides  and  shall  have  the  authority  to  decide  whether 
the  permit  shall  be  issued  or  not. 

BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

Within  twenty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  the  Moderator  shall 
appoint  a  Board  of  Adjustment  consisting  of  five  members,  citizens  and  prop- 
erty owners  of  Exeter  whose  property  is  so  located  as  to  be  representative 
of  all  sections  of  the  town. 

The  terms  of  service,  duties,  etc.,  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  be  as 
outlined  in  Public  Laws,  Chapter  42,  Sections  48-68. 

PENALTY  AND  REMEDY  FOR  VIOLATION 

Whoever  violates  any  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  punished  by  a 
fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  a  day  for  each  day  of  such  violation.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Selectmen  to  see  that  this  ordinance  is  enforced  and  to 
take  appropriate  steps  to  correct  any  violations  of  the  ordinance  in  accord- 
ance with  Public  Laws,  Chapter  42,  Section  67. 

WHEN  EFFECTIVE 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

In  order  that  the  proceckire  may  be  as  prescribed  by  the 
Pubhc  Lav^'s,  a  motion  should  be  made  to  hold  a  public  hearing 
upon  the  proposed  orcHnance  to  be  followed  at  a  suitable  in- 
terval by  a  town  meeting  to  act  upon  it.
